The oi-ipiu of diphtheria," baid 


resident Chandler of tho Board of 
leilth, " is a, mystery." Most New 
ork physicians, I believe, think 
lat sower gases started it. It is a 
erm disease, like small-pox, and is 
ommunicable. It often seizes ro- 
ust children who, at the f aneials of 
laymates, or in school or church, 
re exposed to its direct influence. 


"The diphtheritic poison, irnpieg- 
ating the air-passages of the pa- 
ent, affects the entire system. The 
ir-passage impregnation speedily 
langes into inflammation, accompa- 


nied by formation of membrane. Fe- 


er next follows. The poison begins 
o act as soon as it falls upon tho tis- 
ues of the air-passages, bnt doesn't 
ensibly affect the patient until two 
o five days later. Then he feels 
real prostration, his throat is dry, 
nd he has pricking pains in swal- 
owing. The throat reddens, white 
membrane appears in patches, and 


ie glands swell. In fatal cases the 
ever inweases, the throat inflamma- 
,on spreads, and general exhaus- 
lon follows. 


The diphtheritic poison clings 


ong to rooms and may occasion 
eath months afterward. Diphtheiia 
refers, seemingly, children between 
ne and ten; the average age of its 
ictims now is about two ycais. 
Neither heat nor cold, rain nor 
.rought, affect it. 
Cleanliness and 


jure air everywhere in a dwelling 
end to avert and mitigate it. 


"Where it exists no child should 


19 permitted to kiss strange chil- 
,ren, particularly when they have 
ore throats, or even to play with 
heir toys. 
When any child in a 


amily has a sore throat, the other 
hildren should be kept rigidly 
apart, in dry, well-ventilated rooms, 
ilvery throat affection should be 
n-omptly treated. 
The sick child 


ihould bo watchfully nursed in a 
,vell-ventilated, sunlit room. 


Men who live on Fifth avenue 


are astonished that theii- children 
die. It is not at all marvelous: half 
of tho hou s there are not fit to live 
n. One-half of their owners, I am 
confident, have never been in their 
own cellars. They fill their draw- 
ng-rooms with satins and gilding, 
jut give no heed to the drain pipes. 
Often $5 would have saved a "loved 
child's life, it' seasonably spent in 
repairing defective drain-pipe. 
" A few days ago I went into the 


cellar of a great brown, stone house. 
The current of sewer gas, rushing 
directly tip to the bedrooms, put 
out my candle, and left me to grope 
my way out in dsxrfcness. 


"We have only one expert in plum- 


bers' work, and as the examination o: 
a single house takes an hour or two 
he cannot accomplish much. Men 
should look to their own plumbing 
for themselves. 


"If the Board of Health had a 


hospital in which children sufl 
from diphtheria could be isolated 
it would be the saving of many

As both the Motley and Harcourt 


families are in mourning only a few 
personal friends iu addition to the 
immediate relatives of the parties 
wore present. The chapel was closed 
to all visitors who might be straying 
through the great church tomb. The 
Herald correspondent was among 
the invited, and on arriving lin the 
chapel-was assigned to the Duke of 
"Wellington's stall.
